Grain handling overhaul proposed 

Save rails, go north 
says Hall report 


.SASKATOON (CP) Radi¬ 
cal changes designed to riuint 
(he ^ Prairie graio-handltng 
and * transportation system 
into* (he 21st century, includ¬ 
ing creation of a Prairie rail 
authority and an Arctic rail¬ 
way. were recommended 
Alonday by the Hall commis¬ 
sion. 

The commission, in a 
545-page report which cul¬ 
minated two years of work, 
urged greater emphasis on 
rsilways in the North, reten¬ 
tion of the controvendal 
Cr^M'snest or statutory rales 
for transporting grain and re¬ 
tention of grain elevators as 
off-line uniU in communities 
where rail lines are ripped up 
on abandonment. 

The five'member commis¬ 
sion. appointed In April, 1973. 
was charged with deciding the 
fate of 6.284 miles of Prairie 


rail lines whose future had 
f^een frozen by Ottawa to 
June 30 of (his year. The fed¬ 
eral government prexiously 
had designated 12.413 miles of 
track as a basic netivork pro¬ 
tected from abandonment to 
the year 2000. 

Headed by Emmett Hall, 
former justice of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, the com¬ 
mission urged gradual aban¬ 
donment of 3.1& miles of 
grain-t^Iatsd branch lines to 
the year 1981. Of thaa mile¬ 
age. 334 have not been used 
during the last twt> years. 

Another 1.8L3 miles should 
lie added to the basic network 
and the remaining 2.344 miles 
siiould be placed under the 
new’ rail authority*.

Corruption, inflation issues 
’ when Israelis vote today 


B.C. Transport Minister 
Jack Davis welcomed the Hall 
Commission's recommen¬ 
dations MPirfdiiy as a great 
breakthrough for B.C. "if 
they are implemented by the 
federal goi-'emment.’* 

“They will also mean more 
de\'tlopment in the North and 
they point to more business 
for West Coast ports in the fu¬ 
ture,'* Davit said. 

Federal Transport Mininter 
Otto Lang said Monday in Ot¬ 
tawa that the five-member 
commisiton. appointed to 
study the Prairie grain- 
handling and transportation 
system, did "a very work¬ 
manlike job and that’s what 
tlie government must now act 
on.'* 

Davis said Hall had accept¬ 
ed many of tiie Ideas put for¬ 
ward by the B.C. government 
when the grain handling and 
transportation committee held 
its hearings In Vancouver last 
October. 

“We are glad to see that 
railways are to be oompensat- 
ed f<>r the coat of moving 
grftin from the Prairies to 
ports on the Great Lakes and 
the West Coast,” Davis said. 

“This item alone amounts 
to $200 million a year. Today 
It is paid by other industries, 
such as those producing forest 
ami mineral products. Tliey 
subsidize the Prairie wheat 
farmer and we have argued 
that all taxpayers should foot 
the bill." 

Davit noted that Hall also 
recommended future develoj> 
ment of railways in Canada's 
northwest. Interconnectioi® 
between B.C. Rail and a CNR- 
operated system reaching into 
the Northw'est Territories are 
advocated, as is much gi’eater 
emphasis on the development 
of port facilities at Prince Ru¬ 
pert,” he added. 

The minister said he was 
particularly happy about the 
recommendation adN coaling s 
I'sh ronnecuon between Foil 


St. John in northern B.C. to 
Hines Creek, with an eventual 
hookup to the Great SlaNe 
Lake Railway. 

“Tips would lielp develop 
the last great agricultural 
frontier in Canada." Daxis 
said. 

“It is perliaps the largest 
undeveloped frontier In the 
entire world. Because /A its 
geogi*aphic location and its li¬ 
mited accessibility it is vir¬ 
tually an empire to itself. It 
must have rail access to the 
rest of Caj ida and ocean 
ports.” 

Davis said he also wel¬ 
comed the Hall recommen-

- The new rumblings of a 
major black-white clash came 
as U.S, Vice-President Walter 
Mondale and Andrew Young. 
U.S. ambassador to the Unit¬ 
ed Nations, prepared to initi¬ 
ate a U.S. diplomatic cam¬ 
paign ta help end the four- 
year Rhodesian guerrilla war 
and pave the xvay for black 
majority rule in southern 
Africa. 

Mondale meets with John 
Vorster. prime minister of 
white-ruled South Africa, on 
Thursday and Friday in Vien¬ 
na. Austria, to discuss the re- 
giem’s racial turmoil. Young 
was scheduled to arrive in 
Maputo. Mozambique, late 
Monday for a UN conference 
on southern Africa. 

Vorster said in Johannes¬ 
burg later Monday that he did 
hot intend to take orders from 
Mondale when' they met jn 
Vinma. 


Tipped helicopter 
chops passengers

NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
New York Aiiways helicopter 
that suddenly toppled over on 
the roof of the Pan Am build¬ 
ing 'Monday cut down w*aiting 
I>assengers with its whirling 
blades and sent xxrebkage 
plunging info rush-hour 
crowds 59 stories below. At 
least four persceis were killed. 

"They xvere chopped up. 
Legs, heads ^ It was messy.” 
said John Mc^AlIister of the 
Fire Department’s rescue 
Squad 1. “From xxhat xx-e 
gatlier the landing gear col- 
j.ipsed and it tipped over." 

The helicopter pad had l)een 
closed tor nine years for fear 
of an accident and for operat¬ 
ing losses and complaints of 
noise. It reoi»ened in Febni- 
ar>’ of this >car despite citi¬ 
zen opposition. 

Three passengers were 
killed by the 'helicopter’s 


blades when the craft 
"lurched and then rolled right 
over on its sid^' without 
warning on the roof of the 
landing a'rea high above the 
su*eet£ of midtovxTi Manhat¬ 
tan. It was flight 9?1 from 
Kennedy Airport. 

One person was killed bx' 
’ialling debris, and at least 
nlne trthera w.ere injured in 
the hail of txvisted metal. 

Mayor Abraham Beame 
said he had asked tJie city's 
transportaticxi administration 
to revoke “immediately" the 
permit of New Yorit Airwaj's, 
xxliich operates the heliport, 
until an Investigation is com¬ 
pleted by the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administratiem. 

Minutes after the accident, 
an attendant wheeled oi;t two 
signs on the ground floog 
level; "Helicopter not operat¬ 
ing." 


In an interview cm South Af¬ 
rican telexdsion.

Crystal gazing for casino 


Pnivincial Conserxanxe 
leader Scott Wallace Monday 
1 amt out solidly in favor of a 
Rovemment-operated gam¬ 
bling casino for Victoria in 
the old Crystal Garden. 

Wallace told tlie Victoria 
Gyta Club a government-run 
operation "could be as free 
from Mafia infiltration as pro 
xincit! lotteries have proved- 
td'be.” 

Wallaot said after his 
speech tiiat he expei'ted to re- 
ceix't tome "tut-tutting from 
snms people” hut that he was 


\onvtnced hi^ support for the 
casino was sound. 

•'■It has been confirmed that, 
years after .its conception, tlie 
lottories system ubows no 
signs • of being infiltrated by 
organized crime." Wallace 
added. "So it could Ue with a 
goveimment-operated casino, ■ 
strictly superxised and • con- 
• troUed just as lotteries, horsed 
racing and liquor distribution 
are controlled today.” 

Wallace said he regarded It 
as hypocritical to support or 
even just toleijitt goxem- 


ment-run lotteries white being 
adaniantly against a govem- 
menvrun gambling casino. . 

“There are few subjects 
xxhen even governments prac¬ 
tise hypocrisy xx*ith such flair 
as on the issue of gambling 
Wallace said. “The suggestiOT 
ihat the government should 
e.xploi'e the possibility of es- 
tablisliing a gambling casino 
in Victoria wnll likely incite 
tfK greatest self-righteous in¬ 
dignation in moet. if not all, of 
our cabinet ministers. . 

“Yet, at the same time, xx* 


find the goxemment spending 
government rexenue adx'ertis- 
ing in most blatant fashion 
the winners of provincial lot¬ 
teries. The most recent of 
these was a quarter page, re¬ 
plete with photographs of win¬ 
ners from British Columbia.*'

.SASKATOON tCP» — The 
Hall commission on grain- 
handling and tranaiMirtation 
said Monday the transport of 
natural gas and otl soutti 
from the Arctic by rail is fee- 
srtrie both from engineering 
and linanrial pers(iectives. 

The commission, following 
two years of study, profxwed 
ap Arctic railway of 916 miles 
linking ttiterprise on the 
Great Slave Lake Railway 
with a northelm terminal near 
Inuvik in the Mackenzie 
I>e)ta. 

Once constructed the Arctic 


railway as did tbe Canadian 
Pacifio — "can fulfill its his¬ 
toric mission by unlocking CP- 
serves of Canadian 'achieve¬ 
ment which will far transcend

I T WOLLD BE INTERESTING to know who at the 
recent meeting in London of the-leaders of the 
major western industrial nations suggested Canada as 
a nice place” for disposal of their nuclear waste The 
important thing, though, is the response from External 
Affairs Minister Don Jamieson who told reporters 
outside the closed conference that Canada is 
determined not to become such a dump 

It might be argued that in view of the vast areas ol 
uninhabited land of the 3.560.238 square miles plus 
291.571 of water which make it the largest country of 
the Western Hemisphere and the second largest in the 
world. Canada should meet th^ problem of keeping 
unwanted radio-active material out of harm’s wav 
With a scattering of less than 25 million population 
concentrated in southern regions, it stands alone with 
the answer 

But. from the experience in the I nited States with 
nuclear waste storage, something better must be 
found than putting it in out-of-the-way places and 
Canada's refusal to become a dumping ground may 
hasten the search 

As of last October there were 75 million gallons of 
high-level radioactive waste and 51 million cubic feel 
of low-level material stored at nine scattered sites 
south of the border which an expert on nuclear energy 
warned the Energy Research and Development 
Administration constituted a major health hazard 
Mason Willrich. on leave of absence from the law 
school at the Cniversity of Virginia, is the director for 
international studies at the Rockefeller Foundation 
and. at the time he made the submission, was a 
visiting professor of nuclear engineering at ihe 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 

In his warning he said the U.S government s 
handling of radioactive materials has been marred in 


a sufficient number of instances to be a cause for 
concern " He said a major radioactive waste 
problem already exists' noting that the escape of such 
material into the air and water of the earth will 
constitute a radiological hazard for hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps millions of years ' 

At the major government storage area at Hanford 
in Washington statg. 18 leaks had resulted in a loss of 
430.000 gallons of high-level wastes into the 
surrounding soil 

It had been found, al.so. contrary to initial 
expectations, plutonium was being washed out of low- 
level waste buried in a commercial dump in Kentucky 
and wax seeping through the ground 

While these leaks had neither killed nor injured 
anyone to date, it was the long-term hazard that is 
spreading which is so frightening There could be 
immediate death, the shortening of life by radiation- 
induced cancer, and there could be radiation-induced 
genetic change which may affect subsequent 
generations 

The Willrich report savs the question of whether to 
go ahead with permanent storage in some underground 
geological structure or to develop a retrievable 
storage capacity, centres on "where reliance should 
he placed: on our existing ability to predict the 
evolution of geologic history over the next million 
vears or so. or on the ability of future generations to 
manage waste." , 

Under the circumstances. Canada's determination 
against the establishment of massive international 
(lumps, as far away from habitation as they might be. 
IS understandable and it can only be hoped that the 
stand will result in some better arrangement being 
made 


Silly stunt 


T^HE GREENPE.ACE KOU.ND.ATION and the 
T United Fishermen and Allied Workers Union 
have just demonstrated that it is possible to gain 
desired publicity and lose sympathy at the same lime 
We think many British Columbians agree with the 
I onservationists. the environmentalists and the 
fishermen that the creation of an oil port at Kitimat. 
with a pipeline from there to Edmonton, should be 
avoided if possible. The hazards of the approach to 
Kitimat. the probability of a disastrous spill sooner or 
later the lack of lasting benefits of any substantial 
nature to this province, all militate against 
construction of a terminal there to supply crude oil 
through Edmonton to north-central U.S. refineries 
This is the case even though one alternative is no 
more attractive. The same amount of traffic from 
Alaska. Indonesia and the Persian Gulf coming 
through the Strait of Juan de Fuca to the inside waters 
Ilf the state of Washington near the Canadian border 
and perhaps to the vicinity of A'ancouver. would be 
equally unwelcome, and perhaps even more likely 
eventually to cause grqat damage 


The satest site for an oil port so tar suggested 
undoubtedly is Port Angeles, or a nearby location, and 
Port Angeles being in the United States should not 
preclude Canadians from pushing for this other 
alternative to Kitimat 

But Greenpeace and the fishermen's union divert 
attention from reason when, as they did last Friday 
they perform stunts 

— On this occasion they organized a small flotilla to 
attempt to block the passage of the cruise ship 
Princess Patricia iwith a municipal convention on 
board, partly financed by a pipeline consortium! at the 
entrance to Douglas Channel, leading to Kitimat. They 
didn't succeed. The ship glided slowly on. But two men 
were dumped into the sea when their small rubber rafi 
came too close. 

The object of the demonstration was to show 
that people were against the pipeline proposal. What it 
showed was that the demonstrators were not 
representative of most people, those who have no time 
for silly, irresponsible and potentially dangerous 
games

Invasion feared 


Tension builds up in Korea 


The killing of a South Korean 
soldier by the North Koreans in 
the demilitarized zone the 
other day epitomizes the ex- 
pto.sive situation in the 
strategically and ideologically 
contested peninsula. 

Tension. ahvav’S close to the 
surface of a remarkably 
smooth flow of a teeming 
everyday life, has been 
building up in Korea in the 
wake of the (’after administra¬ 
tion's announcement of in- 
teaded withdrawal of 
\mencan troops from what re¬ 
mains of the truce-guarding 
I N Korea command 

★ ♦ ★ 

Older Koreans who lived 
through the agony of the 1950-63 
war have not forgotten that the 
previous withdrawal of U.S. 
troops in IM9 was followed 
shortly by Communist invasion 
trom the north. People too 
voung to have experienced the 
devastation and carnage hear 
constantly about it ai^ have 
seen some of the strenuous ef¬ 
fort it look to lift the country 
out of ruin and abysmal 
poverty. They treasure the 
progress of miraculous in¬ 
dustrialization which, together 
with modernized agriculture, 
provides steady and clearly 
visible improvements in the 
already third highest (after 
.lapan and Taiwan i standard of 
living in Northeast .Asia. So 
they all fear that another 
withdrawal of American troops 
will encourage a new attack 
trom the North. They know 
tliat across the dividing line an 
aging and ailing Stalinist dic¬ 
tator irwaiting impatiently for 
another opportunity to attain 
his life ambition of 

unification" of Korea under 
Communist rule by force of 
arms. 

* * * 

This growing apprehension of 
^uth Koreans is shared by the 
remaining .American soldiers 
whose number has already 
beenTeduced to around 30.000 
Their commander. (4en John 
W Vessey. told newsmen only 
a tew days ago: "In my view, 
the withdrawal of all American 
ground troops would raise the 
probability of war in Korea.” 

To many Western armchair

Woodworkers 

For the second year in a row. 
250 members at the P £ T Saw¬ 
mill in Williams Lake have told 
the PPWC that they don't have 
what it takes to represent 
woodworkers. In a 
government-supervised cer¬ 
tification vote, the IWA 
members voted 150 to 100 to 
maintain their IW'A represen¬ 
tation. 

The outcome of the vote 
.raises serious questions about 
the ability of the pulp union's 
so-called national office to con¬ 
duct the affairs of the union in 
a responsible manner. The two 
raids at Williams Lake, one 
this year and one last year 
cost the pulp union thousands 
of dollars lestimates of ihe 
cost range from |8(» to $100.UOd 
tor both raids, although the 
iinal cost may be higher! in the 
membership's dues dollars 
Certainly the pulp union 
membership should begin to 
question just how competent 
their leaders arc at handling 
the duet purse. 

Aside from the raids, there 
are also many other questions 
that the pulp membership 
should be asking questions 
about the leadership's position 
on the Anti-Inflation Board's 
program of controlling wages. 
The national president of the 
PPWC has come out publicly in 
support of this government at¬ 
tack on working people. 

The irreaponsible altitude of 
the pulp union leadership when 
it comes to strikes should also 
be questionnsd by the 
membership. It seems as 
though every time the pulp un¬ 
ion negotiates. the 
memberslup is faced with a 
lengthy and fruitless strike. 
Surely the leadership cannot be 
so inept at negotiating that 
they negotiate tbemsolvos Into 
a strike every time they go to 
the bargaining table. 

It would appear that now is a

Likewise, the Hobiton- 
Tsusiat height-of-land boun¬ 
daries are the minimum possi¬ 
ble to protect a small but com¬ 
plete functioning wilderness 
ecosystem. Anything less 
would not be a wilderness, it 
would be a large greenbelt in 
the middle of a logging area 
And even with these boun¬ 
daries. logging is now occurr¬ 
ing about a quarter mile from 
Hobiton Creek. 

Over the past five years, 
thousands have canoed the 
Hobiton-Tsusiat watershed, 
and tens of thousands have 
hiked the West Coast Trail A 
large proportion of these have 
been children, the new genera¬ 
tion of people who will be the 
real losers if the wilderness 
status Is compromised. In addi¬ 
tion. tbe Victoria Sierra Gub 
has had inquiries from every 
region of the U.S. and Canada. 
In contrast to the original cry 
that "nobody will ever go 
there." the problem is too 
many people going there. 

The boundaries have already 
b(?en compromised as much as 
they can be without wrecking 
the essential values.

This attitude appears to be to 
(umbine condominiums with 
apartment buildings, commer- 
(‘ial and industrial properties 
into densely-populated 
enclaves, all wlili very lillle 
relief by means of parks or 
recreational tacilitles. As ex¬ 
amples of this note the conges¬ 
tion around the crossroads of 
Shelbourne and McKenzie. 
Sheihourne ■ and Cedar Hill 
('rossroads. and (^adra and 
McKenzie, and worst of all the 
area around the Town and 
Country shopping centre, all on 
the busiest ''oads in the 
municipality 

It is a recognized fact now by 
most municipalities and plan¬ 
ners that condominiums, 
because of denser population, 
should be situated facing on to 
or near open spaces. This is ex¬ 
emplified by the enlightened 
outlook of Victoria and Oak 
Bay where the majority of 
their condominiums are 
*«ituaied on the sea-front or 
around their parks. 

Saanjeh municipality's at¬ 
titude appears to be that they 
are cheap, second class accom¬ 
modation and to be used as a 
buffer between commercial 


and industrial sections and the 
detached single’family dwell¬ 
ing areas Thfs in spite of the 
fact that condominiums have 
joined the commercial and In¬ 
dustrial areas in helping to 
finance the detached single 
family dwellings, which, it is 
reco^zed. do not pay tbe full 
cost of services In their taxes. 

Here may I say that con¬ 
dominium ow’ners are just as 
proud of their homes as any 
owner of a detached single 
family dwelling, and through^ 
communal effort can and do* 
maintain llieir complexes in 
better condition than most 
single lamiiy dwellings. As 
such they are an asset to any 
area of any municipality as has 
been proven. 

As president of this associa¬ 
tion I am naturally interested 
in all condominiums in Saanich 
and have spoken on this matter 
to two council meetings and 
one planning meeting as well 
as having correspondence with 
Mayor E. Lum.

crat.” 

So far in the president’s 
first year in office, says Gal-

lieves the latter.” 

Galbraith, who has had a 
much publicized, many-facet¬ 
ed career as a diplomat, no¬ 
velist, essayist and presiden- 
t i a 1 adviser, predictably* 
comes down on the side of at 
least a limited form of eco¬ 
nomic controls to dampen in¬ 
flation. ^ 

The professor-politician, a 
long-time advtxate of greater 
government involvement in 
the fabric of American soci¬ 
ety. say's the is.sue of econom- 
iv controls will be the over¬ 
riding debate in this early 
phase of the Carter ndminis- 
iration. 

"He fCarter) Is still avoid¬ 


ing the proUem,” Mid Gal¬ 
braith. s lretch a ng tna &4oot-8- 
inch frame betwem a chair 
and a coffee table in* his hotel 
room here. j 

Ti^tening' fiscal (tax and 
spending) and monetary poll- I 
cy might curb inflation but ! 
would aggravate the Jewess I 
level, he observes, while ex¬ 
panding the economy (and he 
says Charter has betfi leaning 
that way) will only lead to 
higher inflation levels. 

Thus far. says Galbraith, 
“the inflation program that 
the administration has offered 
doesn't in^rove on Jerry 
Ford’s ‘Win’ buttons.” 

(^braith did note, how'ev- 
er, that the White House this 
month did resort to a sort of 
jawboning with U.S. Steel 
Corp. which appeared to miti¬ 
gate the long-awaited hike ul¬ 
timately announced by the na¬ 
tion's largest steel producer. 

That sort of intervention, he 
declares, “is absolutely inevi¬ 
table’’ if the nation is to avoid 
the devastation of double- > 
digit inflation of a few years 
ago. 

“The question is whether 
we have half-assed controls or 
real ones.” he says. 

If Galbraith’s ideas on more 
government participation In 
the capitalistic process have 
chang^ over tte years, be 
suggests an evolutionary 
•process which has led him to 
believe “we need to have a 
twtvtier attitude toward the 
economy.” 

By this, he say*s he means 
that it’s possible Washingtem 
could intervene in the eco¬ 
nomic affairs of the nation’s 
biggest companies without al- 
tecting the economic policies 
Oi thousands of smaller firms. 
Again, he says, the recent 
role of the ttldte House to¬ 
ward the steel industry is an 
example of isolating economic 
clout in one major economic 
sector. 

(^Ibraith says Ke “was 
somewhat surprised” by 
cent revelations of constate 
payoffs here and abroad. 

In his 1967 book. 'The New | 
Industrial sdlle, he says he i 
argued “that the essence. of 
cor|K>rate power was creating 
an attitude of respectability. I | 
minimized the role of the bag- 
man.”

Canada is helping with the 
shuttle program by building 
some of the components for 
the space shuttle. TTi^ 
countrv-'s main contribution 
will be the crane-like arm in 
the cargo bay of the space 
shuttle which will place satel¬ 
lite? in orbit, or liaul them in 
for repair*. Long said. 

In return. Canadian scien¬ 
tists will be able to take paH 
in what Long called "the 
greatest scientific and teeh- 
nteal achievement in tlie 
world.”

Recreation and Qxiserva- 
tion Minister Sam BawK Mon¬ 
day lifted the secrecy sur¬ 
rounding the protKised reldca- 
tion of Greaigr Vlctoda's <!3en- 
tral Library to the new' jiro- 
vincial government building 
on Broughton. 

In a Colonist interview. 
Bawif spelled out details of 
Ihe proix)sal. adding that he 
never instructed the library 
board' to discuss the matter 
behind closed dooi*s. 

He said somehow the Im¬ 
pression had been created 
that "Bawlf was going to put 
one over on the city.” Nothing 
was further from fhe truth, he 
added. 

The minister .said his pro¬ 
posal basically involv’ed the 
rental of about 50.000 square 
feet of space in the new build¬ 
ing to Ihe library board at a 
cost of $7 a Square foot, well 
below market price. 

To buy' land, build a new 
central library and amortize 
the cost, would be more than 
twice as costly. Bawlf said. 
Similar downtown office 
space wa.s fetching annual 
rents up to S12 a square foot. 

* He said the povernment*vva.* 
also willing to finance some of 
the necessary installations 
and amortize them for the li¬ 
brary board to prevent large 
capital ext>enditures. 

He said rather than trying 
to "put one over on the li¬ 
brary board.” he was re- 
sfionding to a request. 

The participating munici¬ 
palities must decide whether 
a new central library is a pri¬ 
ority. he said. / 

"That’s not my job. But if 
the municipalities can’t afford 
the offer from the provincial 
government, they can't afford 
a new central library, 
period." the minister said. 

If the proposed deal didn't 
materialize. Bawlf said. 
Greater Victoria would go 
without a new central library 
for at least am^ther decade. 

Bawlf’s commeots were 
sparked by a cwitroversy last 
week over a secret meeting 
between Victoria city council 
and a library board delega¬ 
tion. The press was barred 
from the meeting following a 
lively debate and a five-to- 
four vote In favor of throwing 
reporters out. 


The library board delega¬ 
tion comprising Oak Bay Aid. 
Shirley Dowell, library direc¬ 
tor Donald Miller and library 
board chairman Gordon Hut¬ 
cheson. had requested that 
the meeting be held behind 
closed dotMTs. 

They said the request had 
originally come from Bawlf. 

“When Sam Bawlf wants 
the meeting to be held in 
camera, what arc we going to 
do? We hold the meeting in 
camera,” Mrs. Dowell said 
last Thursday. 

• But the minister said he 
never made such a request. 
He said the delegation proba¬ 
bly thouglit that open discus¬ 
sion of the proposal would 
"upset me." ► 

He speculated that the dele¬ 
gation probably also wanted 
to air any doubts without rein- 
torcing some of the reserva¬ 


tions' Saanich council might 
hav'e about a new central li¬ 
brary. 

The Greater Victoria li¬ 
brary is financed by the four 
core municipalities, but relo¬ 
cation of the central library to 
Yates and Blanshard isn’t 
covered by fhe agr^pjnent 
thus any of the four munici¬ 
palities vould opt out. 

Meanwhile, the city has also 
worked out a lentath’e plgn 
lor the existing premises. 

The old wing of tlie central 
library, donated to the city by 
the Carnegie Foundation after 
the tuim of the century. L* to 
house the city archives. 

The new wing. , which 
belongs to the four municipal¬ 
ities, is to be held in trust on 
their behalf by the city. 

The city' would dcaiate the 
land on which the new wing 
sits to the municii«i! part¬ 
nership.

Miss Begin said 
the Conference on Tomor¬ 
row’s Canada could begin 
with a package of proposal.^ 
the federal government 
that would include "a compre¬ 
hensive set of options for the 
future governing of the 
country." . 

It might end with "a pro¬ 
posal to a .joint session of the 
assembly, the House of Com¬ 
mons and the Senate. 

"A parliamentao’ vote, or 
heitet' a national refcrMidum, 
could finalize the acceptance 
of this new constitution and ot 
a new beginning for Canada 
- not so much based on shar¬ 
ing of power* as on the un- 
<jueslionable protection of 
rights; freedoms and aspira- 


Miss Begin told the gradu¬ 
ates the assembly should be 
given a set time in which to 
work, perhaps a few months, 
and be financed by the feder¬ 
al government. 

The need for such an as¬ 
sembly is obsdous. Miss Begin 
said. 

"The arrangements we rK)w 
have too often tend to main¬ 
tain people in isolation, un¬ 
aware of each other's prob¬ 
lems, fears and desires. 

“In^ead, we must build an 
emotional commitment to 
C'anada.

Court rule^ 
Indians told. 


fyiTAWA (CP) • 'The Fed¬ 
eral Court of Canada ruled 
Monday that it has jurisdic¬ 
tion over Indian band councils 
and that the councils are an 
arm of the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

A ruling signed by associate 
chief justice A. L. Th'urlow 
said band councils ai*e "a 
somewhat restricted form of 
municipal government" on fe- 
ilerally-ccmtrolled Indian re- 
.serves and should therefore 
come under the court’s juris- 
dictiwi. 

The Federal Court, es¬ 
tablished to laile on disputes 
involving the federal govern¬ 
ment and its various agen¬ 
cies, was asked to solve a 
dispute among member.«5 of 
the Oka reserve in Quebec, 
about 30 miles west of Mcm- 
ireal. 

Louis Gabriel and six 
olhci*. members of the Kane- 
satakeronon Indian League 
for Democracy, have asked 
the court to rule the election 
of the existing band council 
illegal. The defendants are 
■ Peter Canatonquin and eight 
other band chiefs calling 
themselves the Six Nations 
Irbquois Confederacy. 

Gabriel’s group has asked 
the court to rule thattlie ays- 
lein of electing the band coun¬ 


cil was changed illegally In 
1969 and that CanatCMiquin and 
the others were illegally elect¬ 
ed as hereditary chiefs. 

The group asked that the 
electi<m be declared null and 
void and that a new vote be 
■jrdered wdthin six months. 
They also asked, that the court 
issue an injuncMon barring 
the defendants from calling 
themselves hereditary chiefs 
or using the SLx Nations 
name. 

Thurlow said he had no 
jurisdiction to order the 
chiefs not to call themselves 
hereditary chiefs or members 
of the Six Nations confedera¬ 
cy. 

He granted the defendants 
30 days to file a defence 
against the claim that the 
council was elected illegally. 
He said if Gabriel’s group 
wins, other authorities, not 
the Federal Court, will ar¬ 
range for an election to fill 
council seats declared vacant. 

He noted that the Quebec 
Supe^r Court refused to 
hear/he case on the ground it 
belonged in Federal (Sourl. 
Until a Wgper court rules oth¬ 
erwise. Tr^was "the proper 
course" to consider Indian 
band councils to be the same 
as other federal boards and 
commi.ssion5» sub.iect to the 
court’sjurisdiotion.

NEW YORK — If there is 
one scientific Issue sure to 
stir up the emotions and set 
the ^ice« flowing, it is the c^d 
■‘nature-nurture'* detiate: He¬ 
redity and experience both 
help shape health and fortune, 
but can the relative impact of 
each be sorted out in any 
meaningful way? 

The answer, some scientists 
say, may rest in the system¬ 
atic study of twins. And that 
line of research has become 
increasingly popular in recmt 
years. At the hedrt of the de¬ 
bate OR whether inte)lig«ice 
is inherited, for example, rest 
four key studies of identical 
twins who werp reared apart. 

Since identical twins grow 
from cme fertilized egg, they 
share the same genes aM 
chromosomes at birth. If the 


twins are raised in diffnent 
househcdds and their IQs still 
tend to test out the same (as 
was. indeed, the case in these 
studies), it suggests to some 
scientists that their compe¬ 
tence on IQ tests must be due 
in large part to their genes. 
And differences in IQ scores 
between <Aher groups of peo¬ 
ple. including • fliose of dif¬ 
ferent races, may also have a 
large genetic component, or 
so the disputed the<My goes. 

But ail tor of the' studies in- 
Nolved in that case have nmv 
been criticized for procedural 
flag's (not to mention chal¬ 
lenges to the validity of IQ 
tests as any real measure of 
mental Glides). The most 
famous twin studies in that 
area, those of the British psy- 
chok^st Qril Burt, are su¬ 


spected of using falsified 

da^. 

Yet. many researchers still 
view twin studies as the best 
hope tor sorting out human, 
genetic and - enviixmmental 
factors. They say that when 
such studies are addressed to 
specific traits or illnesses, 
they . can be of significant 
value. Recent Danish twin 
studies on the genetic factors 
in schiisophreni'i, for example, 
have been generally praised. 

There will be an interna¬ 
tional conference on twin stu¬ 
dies in Washington this sum¬ 
mer. One scienti(ic review ai^ 
dele found that “it is prac¬ 
tically impossible to keep 
track of the numerous publi¬ 
cations about dvin studies.** 

Sally Springer, a psycholo¬ 
gist at the State University, 
New Yoiic said diat twin stu¬ 


dies can be worthwhile, de¬ 
spite the oomplexides of 
human behavior. “How u-eU a 
sailboat performs is a func¬ 
tion of several factors — the 
shape of the hull, the size of 
the sail and so forth.'

Inc., in Califor¬ 
nia. thinks highly of these 
worms. The worm industry is 
both profitable and fa.st-grow- 
Ing. Sales of Gaddie’s com- 
p a n y last year totaled 
$700,000, and he e3q)ectSf the 
figures to double in 1977.

Since 70 percent of a 
worm's dried weight Is pro¬ 
tein, Gaddie believes worms 
offer a source of food that 
should not be overlooked. 

The Idea of eatii^g worms, 
however, may sound unappe^ 
tizing to most people. Even 
(>addie admits with a large 
grin that it requires ‘ some¬ 
thing of an acquired taste.” 
H i s company. therefore, 
is holding annual cooking 
contests to stimulate public 
interest and,' he hopes, to 
change the image of the 
worms from distateful to deli¬ 
cious. 

The company already has 
collected more than 1,000 
worm recipes. Last year’s top 
prize recipe was Applesauce 
Surprise Cake. Other prize- 
winning recipies include 
Earthworm Patties Supreme 
and Ver de Terre (earth¬ 
worm) Stuffed PepTiers.

temperature of about 40 de¬ 
grees K.. whereas red hybrids 
are hapfitest when it is around 
70 degrees. 

With theexoeptkin <rf rub¬ 
ber. glass, and metal, these 
earthworms will consume Just 
about anything that Is biode¬ 
gradable in garbage and trash 
cans. 

Moreover. In the process of 
digesting, the worms produce 
ri<h derxisits. which Gaddie 
refers to as < a sting;! that feel 
and loc^ like ztefa top aoil. 
Castings can foe used as fertil¬ 
izer to improve the phosphate 
and nitrate content In the soil, 
sometimes by as much as 500 
percent.

The Twlyurethane 
foam acts like a sponge and 
stops the moisture from seer>- 
ing through too fut into the 
desert.

Native aid plan 
now step closer 


Hie provincial cabinet - has 
cleared ti>e way for a special 
Agriculture Rural DeN^elop- 
ment Agreement for the bene¬ 
fit of native Indians. 

The order-in-council approv¬ 
ing the language of the new 
agreement was made public 
Monday. 

It authorizes Labor ^Cnister 
Allan Williams and Economic 
Development Minister Donald 
Phillips to proceed with nego¬ 
tiations and sign an official 
agreement with Ottawa al¬ 
though details of actual pro- 
crams have not yet been 
w oriced out. 

Once the agreement is 
signed by Ottawa (IMlliams 
and Phillips have already 
signed) a special committee 
ivill be established to work 
out details. The committee 
will consist of two represent¬ 
atives from Ottawa and B.C. 
and two committee members 
of Indian ancestry. 

Under the terms of the 
agreement the full thrust of 
the pre^am. expected to 
have a coiling of around $3 
million, will be directed to¬ 


wards areas of the province 
where income levels and stan¬ 
dard of living "are unreason¬ 
ably low” and where “com¬ 
plex problems or economic 
development and social ad¬ 
justment exist.” 

The agreement states that 
while expenditures may be 
approved for “the establish¬ 
ment, acquisition, expansion 
or modembation of any com¬ 
mercial undertaking engaged 
in the utilization of primary 
resources, in processing, 
manufacturing, the provision 
of services including tourism” 
residents of indian ancestry 
“who have had little or no 
access to regular earning” 
must form the majority of 
those employed. 

Whatever fund.s are eventu¬ 
ally made available, some 
will be set aside to pixmde 
adequate counselling and 
training for those involved. 
■Punds will al.so be provided to 
supply living • and trans^ior- 
tation allowances to native In¬ 
dians who have to travel to 
' training centres. ,

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1 / >ou are the type saj-' 
dener %KiK> Hke» to try uncm> 
vantional groning techniques 
rather than foUcnring slavish* 
ly the instructions in the gar* 
dev books, Td like to suggest 
^ou buy yourself a packet of 
toniato seeds and sow them 
right out in the cyien. jiist as' 
\ou would lettuce or carrots. I 
have been playing around 
tvith these direct-seeded to¬ 
matoes for several years.now 
with surprisingly encouraging 
results. 

Mind you. I would never 
i-all this a dependable way to 
raise a crop <A tomatoes, for 
you are.very much at th^ 
mercy of the weather, and L 
alw’ays hedge my bets by bu>- 
ing a few* husky young tomato 
plants. But I hav’e had lots of 
ripe tomatoes from seeds 
sown outdoors in ^lay. and on 
one occasion the seeded 
plants — a small-fruited vari¬ 
ety called Tiny Tim — over¬ 
took and passed th^ pur- 
(.■based plants and actually ri¬ 
pened their first fruit.s a week 
earlier! « 

Two factors ad to bring 
along the seedlings so rapidly. 
Fjt one thing, they are never 
moved, never transplanted 
and sutfer no root disturbance 


at alt throughout their whole 
life, frcan seed germination to 
cron>ing. I often wonder how* 
much good growing'^tiine is 
lost when tomato plants stand 
still and do nothing at all for 
days on end after the shock of 
transplanting, with its Inevita¬ 
ble loss of root hairs. 

TTie other factor is the early 
initiation of blossom buds, 
and here 1 believe our cool 
May evenings may be work¬ 
ing to our advantage. Down 
through many generations of 
gardeners, we have ahvays 
been taught that chilling is 
very bad for tomato plants, 
and elaborate precautians 
have ahvays been taken to 
guard against any substantial 
drop in temperature during 
the yxHing life of the plants. 
Howev'er. independent experi¬ 
ments in Sweden. Holland. 
Elngland and Canada seem to 
indicate that this early' cod- 
dlingof young tomato plants 
is all wrong. 

tfi Sweden, wivere the short 
growing 8eas<m makes it Im- 
{)erative to ripen outdoor to¬ 
matoes early, it has been 
found t<miato plants can be in¬ 
duced to push out clusters of 
blossoms much earlier in life 
if the seedlings are deliber¬ 


ately chilled during their baby 
stage. 

The seeds are germinated 
at 20 degrees, thm eight days 
after they come up, the seed¬ 
ling plants are transferred to 
a cool basement at 12 degrees 
for four nights running, each 
mOTning returning to their 20- 
degiee sunny greenhouse. 
This chilling and darkness 
seems to create an urge to 
bloom within the plants, for 
blossoms appear very much 
earlier than those given the 
conventional warm treatment. 

Canada's new very, early 
race of tomatoes, the Sub-Arc¬ 
tics. are particularly in need 
of this -chilling, which is why 
It has been grown successfully 
as far north as Whitehorse. 

Prof. T. O. Graham, who 
developed the first of these 
remarkable tomatoes at Bean 
verlodge in the Peace River 
country, found that when 
chilled eariy in life, the Sub- 
Arctics pu^ out fruiting 
branches from low down on 
the plant. In the vicinity of the 
-Heed leaves. \t'hen coddled, 
the plant grows taller and 
fU^ier and loses its extreme 
eariiness.. 

Come to think <rf It. this 
chilling business makes gbod 
sense. Everybody knows y*ou 


can’t get a hyacinth or daf¬ 
fodil bulb to bloom without a 
period in cold darkness. In 
the warm Florida climate, 
commercial gladiolus growers 
must chill their glad bulbs in 
a refrigerator to break dor¬ 
mancy. And any^one who had 
ever gro w n celery knows that 
accidental chilling in the baby 
stage will ruin the plants 
causing them to run up to 
seed very early in life. Tliis is 
bad in celery, but it is exactly 
what w» want our tomafo 
plants to do. for a tomato 
plant cannot make seeds with¬ 
out first making tomatoes. 

Sowing teeds outdoors ..li) 
May is a rather hit-or-miss' 
method as compared witti the 
controlled temperatures in the 
Swadish experiments, but w'e 
hava daytime temperatures m 
the 20*8 and the night temper¬ 
ature shouldn't be too far off 
the ideal 12 degrees. 

If you try your hand at this 
gamble, sow your seeds veiy 
shallow'ly six inches apart 
covaring each se^ with a jar 
a tin can or a pllstic tub to 
induce rapid germination, re¬ 
moving these as soon as see¬ 
dlings appear. Thin yout 
plants to stand IS lnche« 
apart, a little wider for busi. 
types.

Grain handling overhaul proposed 

Save rails, go north 
says Hall report 


SASCATOON (CP) — Radi¬ 
cal changes designed to shunt 
the Prairie grain-handling 
and transportation system 
into the 21st century, includ¬ 
ing creation of a Prairie rail 
authority and an Arctic rail¬ 
way, were recommended 
Monday by the Hall commis¬ 
sion. 

The commission, in a 
545-page report which cul¬ 
minated two years cf work, 
urged greater emj^asis . on 
railways in tiie North, reten¬ 
tion of the controversial 
Crowsnest or statutory rates 
for transporting grain and re¬ 
tention of grain elevators as 
off-line units in communities 
where rail lines are riM)ed up 
on abandonment 

Tlie five-member commis¬ 
sion, appointed in April, 1975. 
was charged with deciding the 
fate of 6,284 miles of Prairie 


rail lines whose future had 
been, frozen by Ottatva to 
June 30 of this year. The fed¬ 
eral government previously 
had designated 12,413 miles of 
track as a basic netwxirk pro¬ 
tected from abandonment to 
the year 2000. 

Headed by Emmett Hall, 
former justice of the Supreme 
Court <rf Canada, tiie com- 
missiOT urged gradual aban¬ 
donment of 2.16S miles of 
grain-related branch lines to 
the^ year 198L Of thdt mile¬ 
age. 534 have not be^ used 
during the last two years. 

Another 1,813 miles should 
be added to the basic netwwk . 
and the remaining 2.344 miles 
should be placed under the 
new rail authority.

‘A breakthrough,’ 
says/Jack Davis 


Corruption, inflation issues 
when Israelis vote today 


B.C. Transport Minister 
Jack Davis welcomed the Hall 
Cknnmission’s recommen¬ 
dations M<Miday as a great 
breakthrough for B.C. "If 
are ..nplemented by the 
federal government." 

"They will also mean more 
development in the Nortii and 
they point to more business 
for West Coast ports In ti\e fu¬ 
ture," Davis said. 

Federal Transport Minister 
Otto Lang said Monday in Ot¬ 
tawa that the five-member 
commission, appointed to 
study the Prairie grain¬ 
handling and tnmsportation 
system, did "a very work¬ 
manlike jeto and that’s what 
the go\-eniment must now act 
on." 

Davis said Hall had accept¬ 
ed many of the ideas put for¬ 
ward by the B C. government 
when the grain handling and 
transportation committee held 
tts liearings in Vancouver last 
October. 

"We are glad to see that 
railways are to be compensat¬ 
ed for the cost erf moving 
grain from the Prairies to 
perts on the Great Lakes and 
the West Coast," Davis said. 

"This item alone amounts 
to $200 million a year. Today' 
it is paid by other industries, 
such as those producing forest 
and mineral products. Tltey 
subsidize the Prairie wheat 
farmer and we have argued 
that all tajqiayers should foot 
the bill." 

Davis noted that Hall also 
recommended future develop- 
m«it of railways in Canada's 
northwest." interconnectiems 
between B.C. Rail and a CNR- 
operated system reaching into 
the Northwest Territories are 
advocated, as is much greater 
emphasks on the development 
of port facilities at Prince Ru¬ 
pert," he added. 

The minister said he was 
particularly happy about the 
recommendation advocating a 
rail coonecticn betw'een Fort 


St. J<^ in nerthem B.C. to 
Hines Creek, with an eventual 
hookup to the Great Slave 
Lake Railway. 

"This wxnild help develop 
the last great agricultural 
frontier in Canada," Davis 
said. 

"It is perhaps the laigest 
undeveloped frontier in the 
entire world. Because of its 
geographic location and its li¬ 
mited accessibility it is vir¬ 
tually an empire to itself. It 
must have rail access to the 
rest of Canada and ocean 
ports." 

Davis said he also wel¬ 
comed the Hall reconunen- 
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LUSAKA (AP> — Zambian.

Tipped helicopter 
chops passengers 


NE^V YORK (UPI) — A 
New York Airways helicopter 
that suddenly toppled over on 
the roof of the Pan Am build¬ 
ing Monday cut down waiting 
passengers with its whirling 
blades and smt wreckage 
plunging into rush-hour 
crowxis 59 stories below. At 
least four persons were killed. 

"Jhey were chopped up. 
Legs, heads — it was messy." 
said John ^IcAllister of the 
Fire Department’s rescue 
Squad' 4. "From what we 
gather the landing gear col¬ 
lapsed and it tipped over." 

The helicopter pad had been 
closed for nine years for fear 
of an accident and for operat¬ 
ing losses and complaints of 
noise. It reopwied in Ffebru- 
ar>' of this year despite citi¬ 
zen opposition.. 

Tliree passengers were 
killed by (he helicopter’s 


blades when the craft 
"lurched and then rolled right 
over on its side" without 
warning on the roof of the 
landing area high above the 
streets of midtown Manhat¬ 
tan. It was flight 971 from 
Kennedy Airport. 

One person was killed b>’ 
falling debris, and at least 
nine others were injured in 
the hail of twisted .metal. 

Mayof Abraham Beame 
said he had asked tiie city's 
transportation administration 
to revoke "immediately" the 
permit of New* York Airways, 
w-hlch operates the heliport, 
until an Investigaticwi is com¬ 
pleted by the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration. 

Minutes after the accident, 
an attendant wheeled out two 
signs on the ground flexw 
level: "Helicopter npt operat¬ 
ing." 


In an intenlew on South Af¬ 
rican television, Vorster said 
U.S. policy toward South Afri¬ 
ca, had been "ad hoc" and he 
welcomed c^portunity to 
normalize rations between 
the two countries.

The Colonist contacted Mu¬ 
nicipal Administrator John 
Berikoff to see if there was an 
comment forthcoming on the 
rulling, but he stated the rea- 
scats for the judgment had not 
been received.

G. Ruttan ruled that the 
bylaw* challenged hy Bert Ro- 
denbush and Norman R(x>ke 
of Lsland Shake and Shingle 
Ltd., must be quashed. 

The B.C. Supreme Court 
ludge said the corporation of 
.North Cowichan had acteci to 
resen'e private land for a 
public purr»ose and has in the 
result discriminated against 
one party. 

“The municipality may l)e 
entitled to acquire the land by 
sale or e,\propriatiqn.,JjpJ not 
by zoning bylaw*. 

“It follows that the bylaw 
must be quashed and the nji- 
plicants are entitled to their 
costs," he stated.

Re<'reation and Conserva¬ 
tion Minister Sam Bawif Mon¬ 
day lifted the secrecy suiv 
rounding the proposed reloca¬ 
tion of Greater Victoria’s Cen- 
tnU library to th^ new pro¬ 
vincial govemmmt building 
on BrdUghton. 

In a Colonist inten iew. 
Bawlf spell^ out details of 
the proposal, additig that he 
never instructed the library- 
hoard to discuss the matter 
behind closed dooi** 

He said somehow the Im¬ 
pression had been created 
that “Bawlf was going to put 
<;ne over on the city.” Nothing 
was fuitlier from the truth, he 
added. 

The ■minister said hi* pio- 
p«f*al basi<-ally invxilved the 
rental of about 50.000 square 
fret of space in the new build¬ 
ing to the library' board at a 
cost of 57 a square fool, well 
Ijelovv market price. 

To buy land, build a new 
central library' and amortize 
the cost, would be more than 
twice as costly. Bawif said. 
Similar downtown office 
space was fetching annual 
rents up to S12 a square foot. 

He said the government vva< 
also willing to finance some ol 
the necessary installation* 
and amortize them for the li¬ 
brary board to prevent large 
capital e\|»enditures. 

He said rather than try ing 
to “put one over cm the li¬ 
brary' board.” he was re- 
sfvmding to a nviuest. 

The participating munici¬ 
palities must decide whether 
a new central library is a pri¬ 
ority. he said. 

”‘That's not my |ob. Bui if 
the municipalities can’t alford 
the offer from the provincial 
government, they can't afford 
a new central library, 
perwxl.” the minister said# 

If the proiK>sed deal didn’t 
materialize. Bawlf said. 
Greater Victoria would go 
without a new central library 
for at least another decade. 

Bawlf's comments were 
sparked by' a controversy last 
week over a secret meeting 
between \lctoria city council 
and a library' board delega¬ 
tion. The press was barred 
from the meeting following a 
lively debate and a five-lo- 
four vx>te in favor of throwing 

rejiortei's out. 


The library board delega¬ 
tion comprising Oak Bay Aid. 
Shirley Dowell, library direc¬ 
tor Donald Miller and library 
board chairman G<»tk)n Hut¬ 
cheson. had requested that 
the meeting be heki behind 
closed doors. 

They said the request had 
originally come from Bawlf. 

•U'hen Sam Bawlf wants 
ihe meeting to be held in 
camera, what are we going to 
do? We hold the meeting in 
camera.” Mrs. Dowell said 
last Thursday. 

Bul the minister said he 
never made such a request. 
He said the delegation proba¬ 
bly thought that open discus¬ 
sion .of the projjosal would 
“upset me." 

He speculated that the dele¬ 
gation prot ably also wanted 
to air any tl*Hjbts without rein- 
lorcing some of the rcseiva- 


tions Saanich council might 
have about a new central li¬ 
brary. 

The Greater Victoria li¬ 
brary is financed by the four 
core municipalities, but relo¬ 
cation of the central library to 
Yates and Blanshard isn’t 
covered by die agre«nent 
thus any of the four munici¬ 
palities could of)t out.

Gregory' said Greenpeace
